Mr. Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the 

year  1958. 

The  most  important  feature  of  the  1958  report  is  that 
there  were  no  infant  or  maternal  deaths  during  the  year,  no 
deaths  due  to  tuberculosis,  and  no  deaths  occurred  under  the 
age  of  45  years.  This  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  this 
town  that  such  an  excellent  record  has  been  achieved  and  I feel 
that  great  credit  is  due  to  our  two  district  nurses,  our  family 
doctors,  and  hospital  services  for  all  their  help  aid  co-operation 
which  has  made  it  possible  for  such  a record  to  be  achieved. 

In  addition,  there  was  a further  slight  decrease  in  the 
general  death  rate  and  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was 
low  and  no  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified. 

Plans  have  been  drawn  up  to  build  twenty- two  one  bedrooraed 
bungalows  for  elderly  people  and  also  plans  have  been  made  and 
confirmed  to  clear  St. Domingo  Place,  and  arrangements  are  being 
made  for  the  tenants  to  be  re-housed. 

The  section  prepared  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  show's 
how  large  a part  these  officers  play  in  the  maintenance  of  the 
conditions  suitable  for  healthy  living. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Council  and  the  staff  for  their  continued  courtesy  and  co- 
operation during  the  year.

The  general  death  rate  shows  a slight  decrease  and  53,54 
(38)  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged  over 
70  years.  Of  these,  29.2$  (19)  occurred  in  persons  aged  over  80 
years . 

Of  the  9 deaths  from  malignant  disease,  3 were  due  to 
cancer  of  the  lung. 

The  highest  incidence  of  death  from  any  one  cause  occurred 
from  heart  disease,  which  accounted  for  18  deaths. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


There  were  no  deaths  this  year  from  tuberculosis.  One  old 
case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  admitted  to  hospital  and  one 
was  transferred  from  another  area. 


PREVENTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS 
B.C.G-.  Vaccination . 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  contacts  and  school  leavers 
continues  to  be  carried  out  in  the  Borough.  Clinic  sessions  at 
the  Warren  Street  Clinic  are  held  for  the  purpose  and  the  schools 
are  also  visited.  During  1 958 , six.  contacts  and  fifty-one  school 
leavers  (i.e, thirteen  year  old  pupils;  were  vaccinated.  The  Chest 
Physician,  Dr. Llewellyn  Davies,  also  vaccinates  contacts  at  the 
Chest  Clinic.

LOCAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

Vaccination  Free  vaccination  against  smallpox  is  offered 

to  all  babies  and  to  any  other  person  for 
whom  lt^may  be  advisable.  This  is  carried  out  at  the" Infant  Wel- 
fare Clinic  and  by  the  local  practitioners,  who  are  paid  by  the 
County  Council  for  notifications  of  either  successful  vaccination 
or  failure  after  the  second  attempt.  Records  were  received  during 
the  year  of  33  primary  vaccinations  and  11  secondary  vaccinations. 

Lmmunisa.ti_on  Immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping 

cough  is  also  carried  out  at  the  Clinic  and 
by  the  local  practitioners,  who  are  paid  by  the  County  Council  on 
receipt  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  the  record  cards.  Records  were 
received  this  year  of  ~J6  diphtheria  immunisations  and  43  reinforcing 
injections,  and  102  immunisations  against  whooping  cough. 

Ambulance  Service 

This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County 
Council,  which  has  seven  ambulances  in  the  county  and  an  arrange- 
ment for  t he  provision  of  cars  for  "sitting  cases".  The  Tenby 
ambulance  has  been  supplied  by  the  Welsh  Ambulance  Committee  and 
operated  on  a garage  arrangement  basis  by  Jeremy1 s Garages  Limited. 
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The  British  Red  Cross  Society  is  most  helpful  in  providing 
voluntary  attendants. 

Much  of  the  work  in  the  south  of  the  comity  consists  of 
Out-patient  sitting  cases  requiring  transport  to  hospitals  in 
Carmarthen,  Pembroke  or  Haverfordwest.  Generally  these  cases  are 
carried  by  hired  cars  in  order  that  the  ambulance  shall  be  free 
to  deal  with  emergency  accident  cases.  This  procesdure  is 
particularly  important  in  the  summer  months  when  the  area  is  full 
of  holiday  makers. 

During  1958,  the  Tenby  ambulance  dealt  with  1,131  patients, 
506  of  whom  were  stretcher  cases  and  625  sitting  cases.  The  total 
number  of  miles  travelled  was  23,112,  an  average  of  20.43  miles 
per  case,  in  492  journeys.

with  modifications.

No  applications  were  received  during  the  year  for 
Certificates  of  Disrepair ? though  several  enquiries  were  made 
and  every  assistance  given. 


New  Houses . 

No  council  houses  were  built  during  the  year.  Six  houses 
were  built  by  private  enterprise  at  North  Cliffy  Narberth  Road 
and  Picton  Road. 

The  purchase  of  land  to  the  south  of  Jones  Terrace  was 
proceeding  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  twenty-two  Old  People’s 
Dwellings.  House  plans  were  prepared  and  the  design  chosen. 

Work  commenced  on  the  redevelopment  of  a block  comprising 
four  unfit  dwelling  houses  in  Crackwell  Street , the  final  arrange- 
ment providing  one  house  and  two  flats. 


Re-housing. 

Nine  families  were  re-housed  by  the  Corporation  during 
1958.  Three  of  these  were  from  houses  declared  unfit  for  human 

habitation.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

No  extension  to  the  Borough’s  sewerage  scheme  was  made 
during  the  year,  but  improvements  were  carried  out  in  Sutton 
Street  and  South  Cliff  Street  by  providing  manhole  access  where 
none  existed  previously.  Further  similar  improvements  will  have 
to  be  made  in  this  area  in  order  that  the  sewer  may  be  adequately 
maintained . 

Plans  were  approved  for  the  improvement  of  existing  toilet 
facilities  on  the  North  and  South  Beaches. 
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PUBLIC  CLEM SING . 


A Bedford  12  cubic  yard  covered  vehicle  is  used  daily 
for  refuse  collection.  The  personnel  of  the  department  consists 
of  one  driver,  two  loaders  and  one  tip  attendant. 

A partial  re-organisation  of  the  collection  service  took 
place  during  the  year,  with  the  result  that  it  was  possible  to 
discontinue  a Wednesday  collection  during  the  winter  months. 

The  Council  resolved  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  in  respect  of  the  provision  of  covered 
refuse  bins,  the  occupier  of  property  being  the  responsible 
person.  As  a result,  a marked  improvement  has  taken  place  and 
by  the  summer  of  1959  all  premises  will  have  been  surveyed. 

The  Council  operate  a controlled  tipping  site  at  Clickett’s 
Lane.  Most  of  the  necessary  covering  material  has  to  be  purchased 
from  local  quarries  and  obtaining  ideally  suitable  material  is 
becoming  increasingly  difficult. 

The  problem  of  fly  infestation  at  an  adjoining  Council 
estate  caused  some  concern  but  with  the  use  of  improved  insect- 
icides and  more  suitable  spraying  equipment  at  the  disposal  site, 
it  is  hoped  that  much  can  be  done  to  prevent  this  type  of  nuisance 
occurring  in  the  future. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

One  trained  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  full  time  on  this 
work  under  the  general  supervision  of  your  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Regular  inspections  and  surveys  are  carried  out  and  all 
complaints  dealt  with  promptly.  Treatments  carried  out  on  private 
property  are  free  but  on  business  premises  a charge  is  made  based 
on  time  and  materials  used. 

The  town  sewers  received  two  treatments  during  the  year  in 
accordance  with  the  methods  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture.

Some  substantial  improvements  took  place  in  a number  of 
hotel  kitchens,  involving  complete  recon ~ ruction. 

The  general  improvement  in  conditions  in  food  preparing 
premises  which  has  been  evident  during  the  past  few  years 
continued  during  1958.  Final  warning  was  given  to  the  occupant 
of  a bakery  regarding  the  condition  of  the  premises.  As  a result , 
some  improvements  were  effected  but  much  remains  to  be  done 
before  the  required  standard  is  reached.  It  is 5 I believe,  a 
regrettable  weakness  in  the  present  Food  and  Drugs  legislation 
which  allows  bakeries,  hotel  and  cafe  kitchens  etc.  to  remain 
unregistered,  when  premises  used  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream  and 
the  manufacture  of  preserved  food  have  to  be  registered  with  the 
Local  Authority.
